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REMARKS 

Formal Matters: 

Claims 1-1 1 and 48-56 were pending and examined. Claims 1-5 and 49-56 were allowed and 
claims 6-11 and 48 were rejected. Claims 12-47 were previously cancelled without prejudice. 
By this amendment, Claims 6-1 1 and 48 are cancelled without prejudice. 
Claims 1-5 and 49-56 are pending after entry of the amendments set forth herein. 

Claim Rejections: 

Claims 6-9 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by Brooks et al. As 
Claims 6-9 have been cancelled, this rejection has been made moot. 

Claims 10 and 1 1 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Brooks et al. 
in view of Levine. As Claims 10 and 1 1 have been cancelled, this rejection has been made moot. 

Claim 48 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Brooks et al. As 
Claim 48 has been cancelled, this rejection has been made moot.
